(“agcon- und Uaschinenbau A.C. Goerlitz-Railroad Car and Nachine Construction 
Corporation, in Gocrlitz). After its expropriation in 19) the plant was at first 
a nationelized enterprise of the Incustrio-Vereinigung tschinenbau des Landes 
Sachden, (Association for the Machine Constructionindstry of Lane Saxony). 

When the Soviet Zone nationalised plants were reorpmized in 1943 it becane an 
enterprise of the VWB (2) Lowa. 


2, The plant consists of sections I and II. Railroad cars of various types are 
produced in section I while stean turbines, steam and Diesel engines, presses,
